Spring sown crops is threatened by 
shortage of labor in the fertilizer fac- 
tories. This fact is of particularly se- 
rious import to die potato farmers of 
the caontiy, for the great potato aec- 
tlons are coming more and more to de- 
pend on fertilizer for the economical 
production of this crop. Thus it hap- 
pens that the very factor which pre- 
vents fhctorfee naming 'to fon aapae* 
Ity also has effect In preventing farm- 
ers from using their own depleted farm 
labor supply to best advantage. Labor 
cannot be used to advantage on those 
IMda wbldi can ghre bat half a crop. 

The fertilizer industry is normally 
a seasonal industry. Abou*^ the first 
of February the factories are normally 
in fuU blast, producing fertilizer for 
uae en spring crops. Then they *We 
down" again for a period of several 
months in late spring and early sum- 
mer. This requires a large floating 
supply of labor, a ai^Iy wbieh baa 
largely been eaten np by demOnda of 
the shipyards aad munition fartortes. 

Transferring the industry from a 
seasonal basis to a full 12 moaAtt op- 
erating b^ais will certainly be eooooin- 
leal of labor. The factories can then 
work at somewhat diminished daily 
capacity for more weeks in the year, 
and in this way get out the neeeeaary 
tonnage. It cant be done at once, 
however, beanose factories do not have 
storage space enough to allow of this. 
Goods must be shipped out almost as 
fast as tbey are made— eo that the 
greateat possible output by the re- 
stricted supply of labor may be as> 
sured. 

If fertilizer users tlie country over 
will order early, tbtanib aLiOBliamifl 
diannela. and agree to take the goods

Just think of a single gigantie train

Before the great war America was 
prodl^ of her fright space as of 
everyttlag das. She tved flNliM 
cars lavishly, and in some places, on 
some lines, carload units became as 
small as twelve or fifteen tons. With 
this small unir of carloading, dealer's 
storages all over the c oaatt y were 
built to aeeommodate a minimum car- 
load. 80 It happened that there was 
much waste year after year, because 
the freight leading units were <m the 
hewls of tre^k capacity and caglnapaw- 
er of 1870, instead of 1918. 

The fertilizer industry in endeavor- 
ing to co-operate with the government, 
last year undertook to ship only In fbll 
e a rte a d ^ er as nearly fWl caHoads as 
the condttlans of the trade permitted.

Customers had to order early, so 
that dealers could make up orders for

Dealm had to recelTe cars as 
seon as they could be sent from the 
factory, instead of waiting, as they 
sometimes have done In tiie past, until 
Just before planting season.
